Public trustees discuss new

The new 20,000 square

Trustee Don LaBelle 
toured the new building last 
week, and, in reporting his 
findings to the board, Mr. 
LaBelle said the building 
looked ‘‘very good,’ He add- 
ed that one science lab and 
the mechanical room were 
not yet fully finished, but 
overall, he was very pleased 
with the workmanship. 
There does exist a problem 
with the road, trustees were 
told, and school buses are 
presently letting off the stu- 
dents at the Gladstone cor- 
ner, as the road down to 
Lacombe is too narrow to 
accommodate bus traffic. 

With the opening of- the 
Lacombe addition Monday 
morning, school principal 
Real Binette was faced with 


190 new students, all at 
once. He said it took the 
children about 15 minutes 
to get settled in and they 
seemed to be very happy 
with their new surround- 
ings. 

Mr. Binette and Bob Cha- 
put appeared before the 
board to speak to a furni- 
ture and equipment order 
for the new building. Trus- 
tees, working with a limi- 
ted amount of money, went 
through the list. item by 
item. Don LaBelle quest- 
joned the necessity of an 
additional 16 m.m. projec- 
tor which had been reques- 
ted by the staff. ‘‘There is 
one of these in the school 
now, with proper schedul- 
ing could we not get by with 
just one?"’, he asked. Mr, 
Chaput indicated that in his 
opinion the projector was

An application for pro- 
posed subdivision inthe area 
to be annexed to St. Albert 
in the northwest sector was 
reviewed by council Monday, 
Some 400 acres are invol- 
ved, reaching about halfway 
from the present town boun- 
daries to the Villeneuve 
road, and contiguous to the 
Lacombe Park subdivision 
within the town boundaries, 

“Are we committing a 
future council? asked Coun- 
cillor Lukay, to which Mayor 
Gibbon replied that the pre- 
sent council had made a 
commitment two years ago 
in 1969, 

At that time council 
agreed that BACM would be 
given just consideration to 
this annexation on neighbor= 
hood development basis, To 
service Lacombe Park the 
town required the developer 
to install, at his expense, 
over-size sewer and water 
lines, and BACM_ pointed 
out that the investment was 
not realistic for a develop= 
ment encompassing only the 
120 acres {n Lacombe Park, 
“Is this a ‘fait accompli’?*’ 
asked Lukay?

LOCAL CONTROL OF EDUCATION 
IS AT STAKE! 


Commencing Friday morning, October 8, 850 teachers employed by the eight 
school boards in the North Central (West) School Authorities Association will go 
on strike, This action follows 10 months of negotiations between the boards and 
the Albarta Teachers’ Association, the official bargaining agent for the teachers, 
Prior to being served with strike notice NC(W)SAA offered to meet with the 
teachers on three different dates - October 14, 18 and 20, However, the teachers 
have chosen to serve strike notice despite an offer to meet, The only conclusion 
that can be made {is that the teachers wish to play politics during the local elec 
tions of October 13th, 

The following message is presented by the school boards involved in the dispute, 
Its purpose is to inform you, the public, of what has happened, what is happening, 
and what could happen, It ts also an appeal for your support. For if the teachers 
gain their demands in this dispute it will not only be school boards who are the 
big losers, It is YOU, the PUBLIC, who will have lost control over education in 
your community, 


WHAT THE TEACHERS HAVE 
ALREADY GAINED ! 


During past negotiations teachers have negotiated contracts which at present 
place them in the position of: 


1. Working less than 200 days per year 


2, Earaing well above average salaries in the communities in which they work, 


and 


3. Are proposing now to instruct pupils only 23 1/3 hours per week and be 
assigned no more than a complete total of 30 hours, 


Further, the cost of wage proposals made to the teachers this year will cost 
the boards from 15 to 20 per cent over two years, 
This is the present situation, 


WHAT TEACHERS WANT NOW 


What do the teachers expect to gain from this strike? The answer is si:ple, 
They want power, Power to control the school system which has traditicaally 
been the right of the public through its elected school boards, The teachers have 
publicly denied this, They claim that all they want is to be consulted before 
school boards make decisions which effect working conditions, 

However, hidden beneath this innocent sounding demand is another objective 
which has become glaringly apparent to trustees who have been involved in nego- 
tiations, 

AT THE BEGINNING OF NEGOTIATIONS THE TEACHERS PROPOSED A 
CLAUSE (UNDER THE HEADING OF CONSULTATION) WHICH WOULD HAVE 
FORCED SCHOOL BOARDS TO NEGOTIATE (NOT CONSULT) WITH TEACHERS 
ON ALMOST EVERY ACTION PROPOSED BY THE BOARD, THIS WOULD GIVE 
TEACHER3 THE POWER TO CO-DETERMINE EDUCATIONAL POLICY WITH 
THE ELECTED SCHOOL BOARD THUS DISENFRANCHISING PARENTS AND 
TAXPAYERS FROM THEIR LEGITIMATE CONTROL OVER SCHOOLS, 

The school boards in NC(W)SAA have successfully resisted the inclusion of 
this clause in the collective agreement, 

Over the months the teachers have watered down their demand to the point 
where it could be legitimately termed consultation, 

HOWEVER, BY THE NATURE OF THEIR PAST DEMANDS, THEIR FUTURE 
INTENT IN THIS AREA IS CLEAR, IT IS NOT SIMPLY CONSULTATION - IT IS 
CO-DETERMINATION - THE RIGHT TO SET THEIR OWN WORKING CONDI- 
TIONS WHICH WOULD IN TURN GIVE THEM THE POWER TO CONTROL ALMOST 
EVERY FACET OF THE SCHOOL SYSTEM, 


THE SCHOOL BOARD POSITION 


The school boards believe this struggle is for high stakes, And it is not over 
“‘consultation’’ as the teachers would have the public believe, Boards have always 
consulted with their teachers and will continue to do so « but without the encum- 
berance on a binding clause in the collective agreem ent, 

It ts the control of education which {s at stake and your support Is urgeatly 
needed by your school board, 

PLEASE KEEP IN MIND THAT JUST AS WAR IS TOO IMPORTANT TO BE 


LEFT TO GENERALS ALONE, SO IS EDUCATION TOO IMPORTANT TO BE 
LEFT ENTIRELY UP TO TEACHERS.

The immediate danger of 
a teacher strike is one which 
causes equal concernto pare 
ents, senior students and 
teachers, Therefore, we bee 
lieve it necessary to pub- 
lish certain facts which we 
have, until now, respected 
as being confidential, 

It is 16 months since we 
first asked to meet with 
your elected representa- 
tives to negotiate a contract 
of employment, Instead of 
meeting us, school trustees 
decided to join with boards 
from other areas - whom 
you did not elect - in negoe 
tiating a contract with all 
teachers, Thibault Board 
now has one vote of eight in 
accepting a settlement aff- 
ecting over two thirds ofthe 
Thibault budget. We believe 
that our trustees adopted 
this method because they 
felt most sincerely that it 
would benefit the local 
school system. 

History has certainly pro- 
ved otherwise, and we hope 
all parents and taxpayers 
study carefully the mail drop 
from teachers inthis week's 
mail. This sets out in fair 
detail many of the difficul- 
ties which we have met. 

To that information we 
would add some comments 
on beliefs generally held by 
many trustees and apparen- 
tly also held by their provin- 
cial organization, 

One concerns the bellef 
that school boards have 
never been able to negotiate 
directly with their teachers, 
but have had to contend with 
‘the ATA." We, the teach- 
ers, are the ATA, and we - 
whom you know - make our 
own decisions locally, Cer- 
tainly, our central office has 
to ratify any collective 
agreement, The law re~ 
quired that we must have a 
certified bargaining agent, 
and no agreement is legal 
without the signature of that 
agent. When local teachers 
accept an agreement, in no 
way can the bargaining agent 
refuse to sign {t.

Goose hunting prospects down 
due to poor production 


The goose hunting pros- 
pects for the 1971 fall hun- 
ters in east central Alberta 
are likely to be below that 
of the excellent seasons of 
1969 and 1970, 

It was announced by the 
Minister of Lands and Fore 
ests, Dr, Allan A. Warrack, 
that there appears to be very 
poor production of white- 
fronted geese and probably 
Snow geese. This is aresult 
of a combination of adverse 
spring weather conditions 
in the Arctic and a high 
proportion of the population 
being yearling geese which 
are non-productive in the 
population, 

The major movement of 
white-fronted geese occ- 
urred at Hay/Zamba Lakes 
at the first of September and 
only a small proportion of 
these remained in east-cen- 
tral Alberta when the season 
opened September 20, Simi- 
larly, an early movement oi 
the migrating “large” 
Canada geese has occurred, 
with the present flocks come 
prised mainly of geese 
raised locally in Alberta

The large local Canada 
geese have a relatively uni- 
form reproductive success 
in the prairie and parkland 
areas and do not suffer the 
same fluctuations in produc- 
tion as the Arctic nesters, 

The peak of the snow goose 
migration in east-central 
Alberta will not occur until 
about the first week of Octo« 
ber. This is followed by the 
staging of the ‘small’ 
Canada geese inmid-Octo- 
ber. Hunting success on 
Snow geese and ‘small’’ 
Canada geese should be near 
normal, 


A statement issued by Dr, 
Warrack’s office acknow- 
ledges concern expressed 
over the hen pheasant hunt- 
ing in Alberta, Many feared 
the limits (three pheasants 
per day, one of which may 
be a hen) from October 8 - 30 
and a daily bag of five phea- 
sants (one of which may be 
a hen) may be detrimental 
to the pheasant population,

It is a matter of grave concern to me that members of 
the Alberta Teachers Association should be seeking 
election to serye as trustees on local school boards, 
While there is no question as to the LEGALITY of ATA 
members to sit on school jurisdictions, I question the 
PROPRIETY of their action, 


It will probably be said that by suggesting ATA members 
should not seek office onschool boards, Iam discrimina- 
ting against a certain segment of society - well, so be it, 
The ATA encourages its members to become actively 
involved in their communities - it would seem to me 
infinitely more proper if they chose to become involved 
in some other area of civic affairs, 


Can a teacher ever divorce himself from his educational 
prejudices? Just where does a member of the teachers’ 
union stand when the school board, to which he has been 
elected as a trustee, is faced with salary negotiations? 
Is it not possible that through atrustee-~member the ATA 
would be ina position to gain certain information and to 
apply certain pressures which it otherwise could not? 
Does the ATA welcome school trustees to all of its 
meetings ? If I were a member ofthe teaching profession, 
I know that I would never put myself in a position where 
my personal ethics could be questioned, Can any man 
serve two masters? 


Some people, myself included, hold the view that certain 
teachers, through the direction and support of their 
provincial union, (the ATA), have a growing desire to 
take over control of education, Education is too important 
to society to allow this to happen. 


Tt is then, a question of ethics, a question for each 
individual to ponder and resolve according to his own 
conscience, At present no ATA member sits on either 
St, Albert school board - in my opinion, it would be to 
the best interests of both districts if the electors kept 
it that way.
